HE DID NOT EXULT OVER THE ASSASINA- 
TION OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 
Special Dispatch wo The Chicago Tribune 
New York, June 2.—In his “Rise and 
Fall of the Confetlerate Government,” 
which will soon be published, Jefferson 
Davis makes the following allusion to Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s assasination: “We arrived 
at Charlotte on April 18. 1805. 
and 1 there received, at the 
moment of dismounting, a telegram from 
Gen. Breckinridge, announcing, on informa- 
tion received from Gen. Sherman, that Presi- 
dent Lincoln had been assasinated. An influ- 
ential citizen of the town who had come to 
welcome me was standing near me, 
and, after remarking to him in a low 
volce that I had recelved the sad 
intelligence, I handed the telegram to him. 
Some troopers encamped in the vicinity had 
collected to see me. They called to the gen- 
tleman who had the dispatch in his hand to 
read it, no doubt supposing it te be army 
news. He complied with their request, and 
A FEW 
only, taking in the fact, but not appreciating 
the evil it portended, cheered, as was natural 
at news of the fall of one they considered 
their most powerful foe: The man who in- 
vented the story of my having read the dis- 
patch with exultation had free scope 
for his imagination, as he was 
not present, and bad no chance to know whereof 
he bord witness, even if there had been any 
foundation of truth for his fiction. For an 
enemy so relentiess in the War for our subjuga- 
tlun, we could not be expected to mourn.

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Gov. CoRWELL sees plainly that he would 
sacrifice his whole political future if he 
should withdraw from the Senatorial can- 
vass in favor either of Conkling or Platt. 
He cannot afford to do it. His term expires 
in January, 1888, He cannot be reélected 
Governor; and, if both the Senatorial offices 
should at that time be filled, he would inev- 
itably drop into obscurity. Mr. Cornell has 
a lively recollection of the manner in which 
he was elected Governor in 1879. Owing to 
his thorough identification with the macbine 
he ran behind his ticket some 35,000 votes, 
and would have been buried under a ma- 
jority of 34,789 if he had not been helped by 
the accidental bolt of John Kelly, who polled 
77,566 votes. Whatever other so-called Stal- 
warts, or Bucks,” have professed, Gov. Cor- 
nell has had a realizing sense of the im- 
portance ot the “Scratchers” since that 
memorable campaign. He has endeavored 
to win their favor, and has to a great extent 
succeeded. He has been an admirable Gov- 
ernor, and has made friends on all sides. His 
ambition ig te be a representative of the 
whole Republican party regardless of fac- 
tions, and he isin a fair way of achieving 
that position. Now. if he should throw all 
his influence on the side of Conkling and 
prostitute all the powers of his office to se- 
cure the reslectlon of the ex-Senators, he 
would then and there undo the work of the 
past few years. He would come up for a re- 
election as Governor in November, 1882, an 
“off year,” in which memopers of Congress 
are to be chosen, If, in the meantime, 
he had incurred the enmity of the 
supporters of the Administration in 
New York he would be slaughtered at the 
polls. Conkling and Platt mig be safely 
lodged in the Senate for four and six years 
respectively; but where, oh! where, would 
Cornell be? The Governor has chosen that 
better part which cannot be taken away 
from him. If he should go to the Senate for 
six years he would be the most powerful 
politician in New York at the end of that 
time. By keeping in with the Administra- 
tion he can have not only the power that 
Roscoe Conkling lately possessed, but all 
that the latter aimed at. Senator Cornell 
would de as influential a personage in New 
York as William H. Seward, or Martin Van 
Buren, or Silas Wright, or William L. Mar- 
cy. His election to one of the vacant Sena- 
torships would be in some respects a huppy 
solution of the problem that the party in New 
York has to deal with, as he possibly isin a 
position to unite both wings of the party, 
and ne other man certainly is. 

— — — 
FIGHTING THE MAJORITY. 

Mr. Conkling is anti-American in more re- 
spects than one, but his most persistent 
trait is opposition to majority rule whenever 
he finds himself in the minority. He is ap- 
parently proud of exhibiting his contempt 
for superior numbers, and he vents his spite 
against the majority by obstinate resistance. 
He was in the mmority in the Cincinnati 
Convention, which nominated Hayes, and he 
refused to submit to the choice of the Con- 
vention or the subsequent verdict of the peo- 
ple, but made all the trouble he could during 
the succeeding four years. He was in the 
minority in the Chicago Convention, but 
would not yield. He endeavored to immor- 
talize the “ 306” who voted in vain for the 
nomination of Gen. Grant, called then the 
Old Guard“ because they would not surren- 
der, and carried his fight against the Admin- 
istration which resulted from his defeat. He 
wasin the minority in his effort to enforce 
the unit rule, and thereby exclude district 
constituencies from a fair representation ; but, 
in spite of the emphatic defeat which await- 
ed him, he proceeded to use his position as 
Senator of the United States to punish Judge 
Robertson for the part that gentleman took 
in breaking down Boss rule. He was a 
minority in the United States Senate, but 
employed tactics which enabled him to drag 
out the executive session two months, and to 
exclude public business from consideration ; 
when he could hold out no longer with his 
minority he resigned. His purpose in re- 
signing was not to yield, but to return to 
New York, procure a reélection by bargains 
and intrigues, and, thus strengthened, re- 
sume his fight against the majority in the 
Senate and the Administration representing 
a majority of the people. 

Mr. Conkling finds himself In a minority 
in the New York Legislature, as he was in 
the Chicago Convention and the United 
States Senate. He has some thirty-five votes, 
which amount to about one-fifth of all the 
votes in the Legislature and about one-third 
of the Republican votes. But he an- 
nounces his intention to “stick.” He 
wants to inimortalize the “35” as he en- 
deavored to immortalize the “306.” There 
is not the smallest prospect that he 
will make any considerable gains, even if he 
shall be able to hold his original strength, 
but he can make trouble. He can continue 
his fight against the majority. He still hopes 
by holding out to force an adjournment of 
the Legislature without an election, and thus 
submit the issue to the people of the State in 
such a shape that the Democrats will have 
the best chance for securing a majority and 
returning two Democratic Senators to the 
Senate. If the Republican majority will not 
submit, he wants a Democratic majority 
elected. If he cannot be returned to the 
Senate, he wants to prevent the return of 
any Republican. If he can’t rule, he wants 
to ruin. 

It is not easy to believe that Conkling can 
hold his 35 together all summer, or any 
considerable proportion thereof. He is very 
differently situated now than when he was 
leading the “Old Guard” in the Chicago 
Convention. The Convention was a tempo- 
rary body. The duty of the delegates 
was to reflect the opinion of their 
constituents, but no tangible responsibility 
was attached to their position. They were not 
to come before their people for redélection. 
So long as the choice of candidates was de- 
layed, they were not in the attitude ot resist- 
ing the majority of their party. In the New 
York Legislature, however, a majority of 
two-thirds of the Republican members have 
declared against Conkling. This two-thirds 
can unite upon some other candidate at any 
time the Conkling men abandon their reck- 
less and treacherous opposition. If the 
Conkling minority of one-third refuse to 
submit to the majority in their own party, 
they may defeat the election of any Repub- 
lican, and thus ultimately give the Demo- 


“35”? has already dropped away from him. 
It is fortunate for the party and the country 
that the speedy downfall is assured of a 
man who persistently and ostentatiously re- 
fuses to acknowledge the rule of the majority. 
Such a man can only be an agent for mis- 
chief in public life, and it will be a valuable 
warning to other vainglorious politicans to 
send him back into private life for all time,

THE LEGISLATION OF 1881 

We publish this morning a complete his- 
tory of the legislation by the Illinois General 
Assembly of 1881. There were 125 bills passed. 
Two of these being similar, the Governor ve- 
toed one of them, leaving 124 which became 
laws. Of these, fifty were appropriation 
bills, leaving seventy-four acts of general. 
legislation. Twenty-three of these bills orig- 
inated in the Senate, and fifty-one in the 
House. 

We give this morning a full copy or an ab- 
stract of the substance of each Dill, 
with an explanation of its purpose 
and aim. Of the laws passed, there were 
butone or two of a revolutionary charac- 
ter, while the bilis defeated by non-ac- 
tion, and numbered by hundreds, were large- 
ly of an incendiary or blackmailing charac- 
ter, In every case of entirely new legisla- 
tion we give the text of the new law, care- 
fully compared with the enrolled laws signed 
by the Governor. Among the more impor- 
tant acts passed by the General Assembly 
may be mentioned the following: 

The jurisdiction of County Courts in coun- 
ties where there is a Probate Court is made 
concurrent with that of Circuit Courts in all 
civil causes, and also in all criminal cases 
where the punishment is not imprisonment 
or death. The present law, which requires 
appeals, etc., in cases of svecial assessments 
to be taken from the County Courts to the 
Circuit and thence to the Appellate and Su- 
preme Courts, is amended so that such ap- 
peals shall be taken to the Appellate and Su- 
preme Courts without passing through the 
Circuit Courts. The law is amended so as 
to authorize a Probate Court in every county 
having 70,000 population. This will give 
such a Court to La Salle and to St. Clair 
Counties. Another act authorizes County 
Judges to take acknowledgments to chattel 
mortgages. 

The Revenue law was amended in Several 
particulars. Town and District Collectors 
are required to make detailed returns of 
their delinquent lists to the County Collector. 
Each municipality, being in debt, may, by 
proper act, notify the Auditor, who shall 
thereupon annually certify an amount of 
tax to be levied and collected in such munici- 
pality, and used as a sinking fund by the 
State Treasurer to meet such indebtedness 
at maturity. An action of debt may be 
brought by the State or any wmunici- 
pality for the recovery of overdue 


personal tax, and when property has been 


forfeited to the State for two or more years’ 
unpaid tax, the forfeiture may be foreclosed 
in chancery, and the property taken. County 
Clerks are required to deliver to the Town 
Collectors the warrants for taxes on the 20th 
of December in each year, and municipalities 
may have an agent to attend tax sales to 
purchase tax certificates, etc. 

lnsurance companies are authorized to 
take risks against losses by tornadoes. 

The Coroners are authorized to appoint 
deputies, whose acts as such are made as 
legal as those of the Coroner. 

The present system of Public Administra- 
tors is abolished, and hereafter one such of- 
ficer is to be appointed in each county, to 
hold office for four years. All county officers 
holding over, tor any cause, after the expira- 
tion of the terms for which they were elected, 
must give new bonds, as in the case of new 
elections. Several acts imposing additional 
checks on accounting county and township 
offices were enacted, and all were required 
to publish annually a report of receipts 
and expenditures. 

The Appeliate Courts are authorized to 
issue the writ of mandamus to compel the 
production of records. The law governing 
the proofs of foreign wills is amended so as 
to provide for taking proofs before any 
United States Minister, Consul, or agent in 
any foreign conntry, thus securing the taking 


of testimony in the English language. The 


law regarding guardians to minors is amend- 
ed, increasing the protection to the latter. 
Administrators, who are now compelled to 
give bonds to twice the value of the whole 
estate of the decedent, are hereafter to be re- 
quired to give such bond only to twice the 
value of the personal estate, unless where 
real estate is ordered to be sold, when an ad- 
ditional bond may be required. An act was 
passed legalizing the assignment of a second 
Judge to hold a Criminal Court in Cook 
County. 

Among the more important acts passed by 
the Legisiature isone regulating and govern- 
ing the practice of pharmacy in this State. 
We print this important billinfull. It is in- 
tended to protect the public agains: the em- 
ployment of ignorant and incompetent per- 
sons in the sale and preparation of drugs and 
medicines. It is regarded as an act long 
needed, and its passage has been demanded 
by physicians, and also by all the skilled and 
edueated druggists in the State. 

Of the same character is the bill regulat- 
ing the practice of the profession of dental 
surgery. This act recognizes dentistry as 
a profession and throws around it and around 
the public protection against ignorance and 
want of skill, just as it does around the prac- 
tice of medicine. 

Two other acts, published in full, are Mr. 
Chisholm’s law for the punishment of the 
sale and manufacture of adulterated articles 
of food and a special act punishing the 
adulteration of butter and cheese. 

An important act intended to break up 
outrageous abuses of the forms of law, es- 
pecially in this county, is Mr. Parish’s law 
for defining the districts and jurisdiction of 
Justices of the Peace. This act will exclude 


the rural Justices from jurisdiction over 


cases arising in this city. This law has been 
explained several times. Another abuse 
prohibited by the act of this Legislature is 
that of swearing to the prejudice of all the 
Judges of this county and demanding a 
change of venue to some other county. The 
new law limits the charge of prejudice to 
two Judges, and prohibits the removal of the 
case from the county because of the allega- 
tion of judicial prejudice. This law is 
timely, and will go far to defeat the notori- 
ously false swearing now resorted to to avoid 


Among the minor acts are those authoriz- 
ing a tax of one-half a mill instead of one- 
fifth of a mill annually for two years to sup- 
port public libraries; allowing township in-

when summoned, his fees and his mileage; 
otherwise no judgment can be rendered in 
case of his absenee, 

The State being out of debt, a law was 
passed providing that the fund derived from 
the Iitineis Central Railroad Company shall 
hereafter be bald into the General Revenue 
Fund of the State. An appropriation of 
$531,712 to finish the State-House at Spring- 
field was made, subject to the approval of a 
vote of the people at the next general elec- 
tion. 

The Drainage laws of the State were 
amended in such manner as to obviate the 
various difficulties which practical expe- 
rience has developed. 

A new Dog law was enacted providing a 
simpler process for compensating owners of 
sheep destroyed, as well as an elaborate law 
to prevent the spread of pleuro-pueumonia 
among cattle in this State. 

A much-needed law, the valueof which will 
of course depend wholly on its enforcement, 
prohibits the sale or the possession of weap- 
ons known as slung-shots and brass- 
knuckles. The possession of either of these 
subjects the person to a fine of not less than 
$25 nor more than $200. The same act re- 
quireg a registry of the sale of every gun, 
rifle, pistol, or other deadly weapon, giving 
the number and character of the weapon, 
and punishes the failure to keep such reg- 
istry by fine. It also prohibits the sale of 
any such weapons to any minors. 


A law was enacted authorizing an action. 


of forcible entry and detainer in cases where 
a grantor in possession shall refuse to sur- 
render the premises to the grantee. 

A very comprehensive act was passed for 
the registration and inspection of tenement, 
and lodging, and other dwelling houses. The 
regulations provided by the bill are very 
stringent, but not more so than justice and 
safety demand. The law is given in full. 

One of the most strongly-contested acts 
passed was one creating a lien running four 
years in favor of the vender of rolling-stock 
furnished railways. The lien serves as a 
chattel mortgage, which ordinarily has a life 
limited to two years. 

The Legislature bevignantly legalized mar- 
riages according to the ceremony of the So- 
ciety of Friends or Quakers, and also mar- 
riages between deaf-and-dumb persous, 

An important bill repealing so much of the 
Revenue law of 1879 as provided that the as- 
sessment of property for taxation made in 
1880 should be the assessment for that year 
and for 1881, 1882, and 1883, and requiring a 
new assessment in 188land annually there- 
after, remained in the hands of the Governor 
until yesterday. The danger was that its 
enactment might vitiate the assessment for 
1881, which has been nearly completed by 
the Assessors, but the Governor finally ap- 
proved it, and it is now a law. 

This is the record, in addition to the appro- 
priation bills, of the legislative session of five 
months, extending from January to June. 
Notwithstanding the time consumed, the 
Legislature adjourned without acting on the 
apportionment bills, which will have to be 
enacted at a special session to be called here- 
after by the Governor.

“ The chicks I save from the cunning fox 
will leave enough to buy a pig,” says hope- 
ful Peggy. The ready money for those who 
have no use for offices is doubtless furnished 
by the corporations intent upon the defeat of 
Conkling,’’ exclaims the excited little organ. 

“The pig, with goed care and generous 
fare, would grow quite fat and dig,“ says 
enthusiastic Peggy. The end is likely to 
be the exposure of the most gigantic and un- 
blushing scheme of bribery ever witnessed 
in the Legislature of a State,” exclaims the 
horrified little organ. 

The pig, grown to hog’s estate, I’ll sell, 
and with the price buy a cow, whose calf 
shall frisk among the flock,” says joyous 
Peggy. “If beaten by such means, let Mr. 
Conkling take the stump before the people of 
New York, who cannot be bought or intimi- 
dated, and lay the facts bare before them,” 
exclaims the jubilant little organ. 

Here the parallel ends. Pretty Peggy. 
thinking of her frisky calf, in futuro, 
danced the milk-pot off her head, wept, wore 
a guilty look, and went home a wiser and a 
sadder maid. Not so the ardent, impulsive 
organ. It still gazes, enraptured, upon its

A’ NEW STATE IN PERIL. 

Bulgaria, one of newest States in 
Europe, whose autonomy and rescue from 
Turkish misrule were secured by the 
triumph of Russia infher war with Turkey, 
is in peril of reverting from a constitutional 
form of government to an autocracy as ab- 
solute as that of Russia. The first article of 
the Berlin Treaty constituted Bulgaria an 
autonomous Principality. The third pro- 
vided for the election of a Prince by the 
population. The fourth provided for the 
preparation of a Constitution by the Notables 
of Buigaria. The fifth defined the basis of 
the Constitution as absolute religious free- 
dom and unrestrained enjoyment of civil 
and religious rights and admission to all 
public employment, functions, and honors, 
without any trammel. Theseventh provided 
that The Provisional Government cannot be 
prolonged for more than nine months from 
the date of signature of the present treaty 
[July 13, 1878]. When the organic law has 
been fully settled, the election of the Prince 
of Bulgaria will immediately follow. As 
soon as the Prince is installed, the new or- 
ganization will be put in foree and the 
Principality will enter into full possession 
of its autonomy.” 

This program has been carried out. A 
Constitution was adopted within the speci- 
fied time. Russia proposed candidates for 
the Crown, but withdrew them eventually in 
favor of Prince Alexander of Battenberg, of 
the Llouse of Hesse, at that time an officer 
in the Prussian cavalry, and found her com- 
pensation in the fact that he was a nephew 
of the late Empress. Both Russia and Ger- 
many were suited with the choice, and it is 
to their joint influence in part that the pres- 
ent crisis has arrived. He was crowned in 
July, 1879. Bulgaria has had just two years 
of constitutional rule, and now the news 
comes that Prince Alexander has dismissed 
his Ministers, disbanded his Legislature, and 
suspended the Constitution. Meanwhile a 
provisional dictatorship has been vested in 
the Government and the Prince has sum- 
moned a National Convention or Assembly 
to dictate a policy for the future, which is 
summed up by him in an autocracy for seven 
years or his abdication. 

It is due te the Prince to say that he makes 
a plausible argument for his sudden and 
summary action. He complains that the 
Government has been a failure, that the As- 
sembly has squandered the revenues, and 
has erected a system of taxation that is n.ore 


. ruinous and oppressive than the original 


Turkish system was; that the provisions of 
the Berlin Treaty have been completely dis- 
regarded; that the Bulgarians have not paid 
their tribute to Turkey, who still remains un- 
der the treaty as asuzerain; that the fort- 
resses have not been demolished; and that 
the peasants have connived at Nihilism and 
conspired with their agents to menace Rus- 
sia. Therefore he demands a change of 
policy, or he will abdicate. 

The real secret of this coup d’etat is un- 
questionably this: The Bulgarians are deter- 
mined to have an Assembly that shali be in- 
dependent of the Crown. The Prince is de- 
termined to have an Assembly that shall be 
under his absolute control,—in other words, 
a system of government similar to that which 
the Czar of Russia proposed and then sud- 
denly abandoned at the suggestions of the 
German Government. If the latter were 
averse to such a system in Russia it is not to 
be supposed that it would look with favor 
upon a similar system in a Principality ruled 
by a German subject. It must be remem- 
bered, also, that the Constitution is vastly 
different from that which it was expected 
by Germany and Russia the Bulgarians would 
adopt, and contains very few of the provisions 
which they suggested. It is essentially based 
upon the ideas of Western Europe, even to 
the extent of universal suffrage and self-gov- 
ernment. It is certain, therefore, that the 
Bulgarians will find themselves opposed by 
Germany,and also of course,by Austria, which 
not only follows Germany’s lead, but regards 
with disfavor anything Ike a Bulgarian 
union as hostile to her own designs in that 
quarrel. The Bulgarians are therefore ina 
saddilema. If they accede to their Prince’s 
demand, they must submit to an autocracy,, 
and voluntarily allow themselves to be 
stripped of privileges which were given to 
them by the Treaty of Berlin. If they donot, 
he will abdicate and they will find themselves 
necessitated to form a new Government in the 
face of the most powerful antagonisms. 


Ex-Presipent Hares said to a reporter 
Tuesday that he looked upon ex-Senator 
Conkling as a monomaniac upon the subject 
of his own importance. This opinion was 
not given in jest nor out of simple ill-will, 
but deliberately and calmly as the ex-Pres- 
ident’s view of the ex-Senator’s character. 
There is too much reason to believe that it 
can be justified by the testimony of more 
than one witness. It affords the only reason- 
able explanation of ex-Senator Conk- 
ling’s conduct in the last few years. 
He has, as Mr. Hayes says, at- 
tempted on three occasions within four 
yeats to destroy thé Republican party. 
The first occasion was the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1876, during which Mr. Conkling 
conspicuously set the example of indiffer- 
ence and permitted the State of New York 
to return an enormous Democratic majority. 
The second was the Electoral Commission, 
which Mr. Conkling first sought to prevent 
and then designed to betray, but was dis- 
suaded from so doing by Senator Morton, of 
Indiana. The third attempt upon the life of 
the party was in the celebrated Potter in- 
vestigation, which was instigated by Mr. 
Conkling, and which, he promised, would 
drive Mr. Hayes out of the White 
House in thirty days. The fourth 
attempt at assasination is not di- 
rectly mentioned by the ex-President, but it 
is the most memorable of all. It is comprised 
in the resignation of Senator Conkling,

for their homes again. For expending two 
milliards of rubies, and sacrificing nearly a 
quarter of a miliion of lives, Russia obtained 
nothing except the independence of Bulgaria. 
Since 1871 Germany under Bismarck has been 
the leading Power of Europe and the Germans 
are under obligations to his foreign policy 
for the failure of Napoleon's prophecy that 
“Europe must be either French or Cossack.” 
Furthermore, if Austria had been doned by 
Bismarck during the Berlin Conf Russia 
would not have hesitated a moment to precipi- 
tate a war between Italy. Servia, Montenegro, 
and Austria, and to occupy with her own 
regiments the Danube bridges and the 
Shipka Pass. Instead of ali this the 
Baikan question has assumed 
new phase of which Europe did not dream five 
years ago. That question has become of mutual 
concern to Austria and Germany. The same 
railroad towards Constantinopie which carries 
Austrian goods and also the products of Ger- 
many’s industries, through Bulgaria and Rou- 
melia, has now beeen completed as far as Nisch, 
and nobody doubts that within a short time the 
road between Nisch and Sarembsch will also be 
finished. Such are the fruits of Biemarck’'s 
policy for Middle Europe. That the Pansilavists 
and Russians should hate the Germans and Bis- 


marck is natural. But Europe is under great 


obligations to Bismarck’s polity for warding off 
the danger of Russia absorbing the whole of the 
Balkan Peninsula. 


Turn is a vast difference between the

In Belgium the contest for the possession 
of the schools between tke Liberals and she 
Clericals is raging as violently as ever. The lat- 
ter are determined to alone control the schools, 
and they bitterly oppose the new School law, 
which creates State schoois, secures to the State 
their sole supervision and management, and 
confines the clergy to the teaching of religion 
only. Parents who send their children to the 
State schools are persecuted by the clericais 
with all the petty religious tyranny known to 
their Church. They use all possible means to 
belittle the State school system and to bring it 
into disrepute. One of the clerical leaders, a 
Mr. Malon, published a short time ago an article 
on school statistics, in which he attempted 
to prove by figures that more children visited 
the clerical than the State schools. Since it has 
been proven that bis statements are nothing but 
fabrications and falsehoods, the phrase he 
lies like Malon's school statistics” has become 
of general use with the people. This conduct 
on the part of the clericals is much regretted by 
the better classesof the Belgians, because it 
produces strife among the people.

BRITISH NEWS, 
UNFOUNDED, 
Special Cable. 

Lorpon, June 2,—The reports that a seri- 
ous eviction riot had occurred at Scariff, 
County Clare, in which three policemen and 
a number of peasants had been killed, 
and the marines of the gun- 
boat Goshawk had fired upon the 
North Arran islanders, were unfounded. 
Shots were exchanged at Scariff, but no one 
was injured, the Constabulary firing over 
the heads of their assailants. There is no 
doubt, however, that a bitter feeling exists 
between the police and the people. The resi- 
dent magistrates have been cautioned 
against reading the Riot act, except on 
the gravest occasion, and even when the 
police receive the word of command to fire 
they are charged to fire at least two blank 
volleys into the air before firing into the 
mob, and, in bayonet charges, they have 
to make use of the butts ot 
their rifles rather than of _ their 
sword-bayonets, unless of course their lives 
are in immiuent danger. Similar orders have 
been issued by Sir Tnomas Steele, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the forces in Ireland, 
the general officers commanding the various 
districts. 

IT REQUIRES NO LARGE STOCK OF BRAVERY 
for a mob to stone the military and police.

THE BATTLE OF BODYKE.

O'Callaghan, accompanied by eighty police 
and a bailiff, went to the Village of 
Bodyke to serve writs on some of Col.

The first collision took place at the en- 
trance of the town.

From the 
threatening attitude of the people, it was 
deemed ad visable to send for reinforcements, 
and a mounted trooper was dispatched to 
Scariff for soldiers. 
THE FORCE QUARTERED THERE, 
consisting of forty men of the Sixty-fourth 
Foot, were soon on the scene, In the mean- 
time the bailiff and Col. O’Callaghan went to 
the first house to be served, but a regular 
fusiiade was opened on the party from 
the hights. The Rev. Mr. Murphy, 
in running up the hill to implore 
the people to desist, had a narrow escape 
from being shot, a rifle bullet perforating his 
coat. Meanwhile, firmg was continued. and, 
the Riot act having been read, the fire was 
returned by the police, who eharged the peo- 
ple, and, after a hot pursuit of half a mile, 
captured sixteen men. These, however, had 
managed to get rid of their guns.

Mr. Davitt was visited in prison to-day by 
Mrs. A. M. Sullivan. She had alonginterview 
with the imprisoned leader of the Land 
League in presence of the Governor of the 
jail. Mr. Davitt is in good health and 
spirits. He is not compelled to associate 
with the other prisoners. By orders from 
„the Home Department he is treated with ex- 
ceptional consideration, His work consists 
in taking care of the Governor’s garden,—an 
occupation which evidently agrees with him. 
He looks hale and sun-browned. He is kept, 
however, in complete ignorance of all that is 
passing in the outer world.

THE POPULATION OF LONDON. 
According to the recent census the popula- 
tion of London is 3,814,571. In 1861 there 
were in London 350,421 dwelling-houses and 
2,803,034 inhabitants. In the next ten years 
the number of houses and of the inhabitants 
had increased about 20 per cent. In April, 
1871, the time of taking the census, there 
were found to be in London 417,348 d welling- 
houses and 8,251,804 inhabitants. The rate

There is much to be said, however, about 
the bigness of London. The territory in- 
cluded within the city limits takes in the 
City of Westminster, the Borough of South- 
wark, and any number of hamlets, Besides, 
in the census all the inhabitants of dozens of 
suburbs, such as Kensington, Chelsea, Black- 
heath and dozens of others are enumerated 
as citizens of London. The area is about 123 
square miles. 

The city is divided into twenty-five wards, 
and in each ward an Alderman is elected for

There are 
80,000 miles of roadway within the limits, 
and most of them, having been laid out fifty 
years ago, are narrow and mean.

LITTRE DEAD. 

Pants, June 2.—Maximilian Paul Emile 
Littre, publicist and philologist, a member 
of the French Academy, is dead. He was 
born in Paris, Feb. 1, 1801, and was therefore 
in his Slst year. After having passed his 
collegiate course, he took to the study of 
medicine and philology, which he pursued 
through his life with eminent success, His 
translation of the “Works of Hippoc- 
rates.“ published in 1839, gained him a wide 
reputation. Being strongly democratic in 
politics, he became editor of the Paris Na- 
tional, a Radical journal. He was an ardent 
discipie.of Comté, and published in defense 
of Comté’s principles in 1845 his work. De 
la Philosophie Positive,” He contributed 
a remarkable article to the Revue des 
Deu Mondes in October, 1848, entitled 
“La Poesie Homérique et l' Ancienne 
Poesie Frangaise.” In 1844 he was 
chosen by the Académie des In- 
scriptions to continue the History of French 
Literature, and in 1854 became editor of the 
Journal des Savants. In 1839 he published 
a translation of Strauss’ Life of Christ. 
Among his other works are Application of 
Positive Philosophy to Government and 
Society, a History of the French Language, 
a “Pictionary of the French Language,” and 
in 1872 a work on Medicine. In 1867 he es- 
tablished a new Revue la Philosophie Pos- 
itive. In 1871 Gambetta appointed him Pro- 
fessor of History and Geography in the 
Polytechnic Sehool which was op@ned at 
Bordeaux, during the siege of Paris. He re- 
ceived the degree of Master of Philosophy 


and Doctor of Literature from the Uni- 
versity of Leyden in 1875. On the oc- 
casion of his admission to the 
French Academy in 1871 Bishop 
Dupanloup made a public protest because of 
M. Littre’s philosophical and religions 
opinion, The discussion that ensued was 
acrimoniousfin the extreme. Mr. Littre was 
a consistent ical and free-thinker.

TO BE RESURRECTED. 
THE VICTIM OF THE WINNETKA MURDER. 

A brother of Chief-of-Police Kearney, of 
Evanston, went out yesterday to Lakeside Sta- 
tion to see what could be done about exhuming 
the body of the murdered man whose identity is 
shrouded in mystery. The examination of the 
remains made by the Coroner's jury was not 
satisfactory to all parties, and the object of 
the exhumation was toexamine the body and 
clothes carefully for traces of a name, initials, 
or some mark, and to remove the clothing and 
give the body a decent burial. It is thought 
possible that the shirt might be marked in some 
way, or that there might be some letters or pa- 
pers in the pistol- pocket of the pantaloons. 

Chief Kearney has hesitated about taking up 
the body himeelf, as the job isa disagreeable one, 
and he was not sureof any pay for it, but yester- 
day he received a note trom Coroner Matson 
authorizing him to exhume the body, remove 
‘the clothing, and bury it in a coffin, stating that 
he would 8 any reasonable bill to the 
County Board. This authority decided Chief 
Kearney, and he immediately took steps to have 
the body taken up and a thorough examination 
of it made. 

His brother went out yesterday morning and 
returned to Evanston yesterday afternoon, but 
did nothing toward removing the body, as he bad 
not the necessary implements or help. He 
brought with him the knife which was found 
Wednesday near witere the body was discovered. 
It is a rusty, biunt caseknife with 
a wooden handle. Stains of blood are 
on the handle. It is thought probable that 
this was the wea used to cut off the mur- 
dered man's head, as it was evidently hacked off 
by some dull instrument. 

Chief Kearney is to meet Coroner Matson at 
half-past 8 o'clock at bis office, and the two are 
to drive to the county burial-ground and take 
up the bead which is supposed to belong to the 
body of the murdered man. This is to be taken 
to Lakeside Station, and the body isto be ex- 
bumed. It will then be seen whether or not the 
bead and body belong to one another. If it is 
found that they match, the identification may 
be aided by the peculiarities of the teeth in the 
head. The clothing will be removed, and the 
— tae be carefully examined and decently 

uried. 

The peoble at Lakeside Station, Evanston, and 
Winnetka seemed to think that the strenuous ef- 
forts which are being made toclear up this mys- 
terv will be rewarded with success, as some new 
link in the chain of evidence is being secured 
every day.

OUNDUIT.

Mr. Saunders spoke In behalf of the scheme of 
allowing the sewage of Lake View to be pumped 
out by the conduit, which was on the edge of the 
line of the sewers of Chicago as weil as of Lake 
View.

FALSE PRETENSES. 
THE Wi.sTERN WATCH COMPANY. 

Before Justice Prindiville yesterday there was 
commenced the exqmination of a case wherein 
the defendant, Jonn A. Miller, is charged with 
obtaining $3,000 under false pretenses, the com- 
plainant bemg Marcus Kronberg. Miller is 
President of the Western Watch Company, their 
factory being at Grand Crossing, and Kronberg 
isa wholesale dealer in watches. During Feb- 
ruary and March the Watch Company be- 
came somewhat pressed for money, and Miller 
wentto Kronberg for assistance. The latter 
loaned the Company $3,000,—first $1,300, and 
$850 at two different times afterward. In re- 
turn he took judgment notes against the Com- 
pany, which notes were to run nine months; and 
it was also stipulated that the Company was to 
supply Kronberg with watches, that he 
would not enter up judgment on the notes as 
long as this supply was kept up. 

The alleged false pretenses in the transaction 
ap from Kronberg’s testimony before the 
Justice yesterday. He said that when Miller 
borrowed the money the latter declared the 
only claims existing against the Company were 
those held by employés for wages, and that 
these claims aggregated only about $600. Wit- 
ness bad since learned, however, that, even at 
the time he loaned the $3,000 to the Company, 
Mrs. Miller, defendant's wife, had notes inst 
the Company to the amount of about $4,100; and 
she now heid a mortgage on the factory for 
that amount. 

Miller took the stand and said that he told 
Kronberg, before borrowing the $3,000, that he 
(Miller) had advanced about $4,100 to the Com- 
pany; he said nothing about having obtained 
the money from his wife anc giving her notes, 
because be thought it made no particular differ- 
ence. The Company getting a little hard up 
again, and fearing a seizure which would pre- 
vent the factory from running, and conse- 

uentiy prevent its making money to pay off 

ebts, a mortgage was made out to Mrs. Miller 
to meet an ewergency of that kind. 

The case will be resumed this morning at 9 
o'clock. The prosécution claims that the fac- 
tory would not realize at a forced sale more 
than enough to cover the mortgage, but the de- 
fense deciares it to be worth about $16,000. 
Tenney, Flower & Cratty are Kronberg’s attor- 
neys, and Messrs. Fairchild & Blackburn repre- 
sent the defense.

IN A BAD FIX, 


The City of Toledo Is Now Without a 
Police Force. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ToLEDO, O., June 2,—Toledo is to-night 
without a police force. There is a deadlock 
between the Mayor and the other four mem- 
bers of the Board of Police Commissioners, 
of which he isa member and President ex- 
officio. The new law which recently went 
into effect, making the Board appointment 
by the Governor the first year, has caused 
much dissatisfaction. After a legal 
contest which went to the Supreme 
Court and has just been decided, the 
Board organized. ‘The Major thinks he 
has not been treated with proper consideration, 
and lately refused to meet with the Board. In 
reorganizing the foree, they first removed the 
whole force, and then proceeded to make ap- 

intments. The Mayor now refuses to swear 
n the newly-appointed men, with the single ex- 
ception of one officer on duty at the lock-up. It 
is difficult to see when the deadiock will be 
broken.

A FATAL FALL. 


Whether Accidental or Suicidal Is Un- 
known. 

William Davenport, of Bradford, Pa., who has 
been boarding at the Atlantic Hotel, corner of 
Van Buren and Sherman streets, since the l6th 
day of May, vame to his death in this city yester- 
day by falling or jumping from the window of 
the room which he occupied in the hotel.

Sprincrieip, III., June 2.—The Thirty- 
second General Assembly, which was called 
Into being on the 5th of January last, and dis- 
missed at the final fall of the gavel on the 
Soth of May, will pass into history as a body 
possessing more capacity for harm to the 
square inch than almost any of its prede- 
cessors, and yet one which went out after 


having probably accomplished as little in 
that direction as any of them, if, indeed, it 
did not inflict even less than some. 
ever its faults—and they were not few, nor 
yet trivial—it is certainly innocent of the 
charge of nasty legislation; and, in view of 
its failure to inflict that worst of all legisla- 
tive evils, the quarter of a million of money 
which it costs to maintain what of late years 


may be termed a five-months’ biennial ne- 


cossity, will probably not be begrudged 
by a patient and philosophical public. ‘Ine 
measures which take their place on the 
statute-books are mostly good ones,—some of 
Ahem not only good but really valuable,— 
and, while a great many equally praisewor- 
thy ones failed to pass, still the majority of 
what were crowded out of time or fell by the 
wayside will occasion uo deep or lasting re- 
gret, except, perhaps, on the part of their 
“too previous” authors. 

The whole number of bills introduced in 
both Houses at the late session was 1,167. Of 
these, 456 were born in the Senate and 711 in 
the llouse. It is not too much to say that no 
possible subject of legislation was neglected. 
The “regulating” crusade was inaugurated 
early in the session, and, as usual, the rail- 


rouis, the sleeping-car companies, the 
insurance companies, the stock- 
yards’ interests, the express companies, 


the telegraph companies, and about every 
thing else in the shape of a corporation own- 
ing a franchise and guilly of the crime of de- 
elaring dividends, were singled out and made 
the subject of regulating“ bills. The tem- 
perance tune was pitched in every possible 
key. and subjected to all possible variations, 
from a pro 1 constitutional amendment, 
—doing away with the manufacture or sale 
of every conceivable kind of drinks except 
for mechani medicinal, or chemical pur- 
poses, down to the IIinds' Local-Option bill 
and Flve-gallon“ Underwood’s attempt to 
figure out a new definition of what consti- 
tutes adramshop. The calendars of the two 
Houses were fat with bills on the subject of 
revenue, schools, roads and bridges, drain- 
ace, sheep, and dogs, and last, but not least, 
with the tearful but cheeky claims preferred 
by armless and legless victims at the altars 
of patriotism and the mouths of honey- 
combed State cannon. But, as might have 
been expected, ana in accordance with tactics 
which have been tried time and again, and 
invariably found successful by adepts in 
* bill-killing,”” none of the “regulators” ar- 
rived at the dignity of laws, apparently at 
least, to the disgust of their authors anda 
class of harpies who hang around State 
Capitals and assist at whatever reformatory 
measures, iu certain directions, may be un- 
dertaken. The temperance amendment was 
snowed under in the House, the Hinds bill 
fought down in the Senate, and the raft of 
other temperance measures buried in com- 
mittee or advanced to every possible 
stage in their existence except the de- 
sired one. As for the State cannon victims, 
all but one will live to attack the next Gen- 
eral Assembly, and even he was discounted 
a thousand dollars, which left him—or 
his family, rather—a like amount for each 
truncated member.

ANNUAL ASSESSMENTS. 
Senator Needies used his utmost energies in 
securing the passage of a revenue bill, which, 
although fought by the entire Cook County del- 
egation in beth Houses, with the notubie excep- 
tions of German and John R. Cook in the Lower 
House, finally landed in the statute-books. The 
acts seeks to re@nact the old law, which requires 
an annual assessment of real estate for the pur- 
poses of taxation. It provides the necessary 
legal machinery to carry this change into effect 
by abolishing the assessment book made every 
four years and substituting a book to be made 
annually. All sorts of arguments were used to 
secure the passage of this bill. It was ciaimed 
that it entailed but little or no additional 
expense, since the valuations of per- 
sonal property were changed every year, 
and it vccasioned no trouble to list realty at the 
same time. The four-year book was said to be 
unwieldy and liable to be handied so much as to 
become dog’s-eured. On the other band, it was 
urged that the bili would unsettie the collection 
of taxes for the yeur 1881, and endauger the 
revenucs of the State, since it provides for an 
assessment July 1, 1881, of ail realty for the year 
1881 from the Ist of May, and yeariy thereafter. 
The assessment of 1880 is collected in 1881, and 
the pbraseoiogy and peculiac wording of the act 
will. it is believed, cuuse the utmost confusion, 
and certainly furnish taxr-tighters with an ex- 
cude for giving the State endicss trouble in the 
collection of its revenue.

DELINQUENT REALTY. 
Through the efforts of Senator Tanner, Sec. 
208 of the Revenue act was amended so as to 
provide for an absolute sale of realty, forfeited 
to the State for delinquent taxes, where the 
value of the property is certified by the County 
Judge, Clerk, or Treasurer to equal or be less 
than the amount of taxes and penalties due 
thereon. The section, as umended, reads as fol- 


lows: 

Sec. . Every tract or lot so offered at public sale, 
and not avid fur want of bidders, shail be furieited to 
the State of lilinuis: pr ded, nowevec, that when- 
ever the County Judive, Cuanty Clerk, and County 
Treasurer spall certify that the taxes on forfeited 

ual or exceed the actual value of such 
lands, the officer directed by law io expose for sale 
lands fur delinquent taxes sal, on the receipt of 
sueh ceriificate, Oder for sale w the higuest vidder 
the tract or lands in such certiticate deserved, after 
first giving ten days’ notice of the Ume and p.ace of 
sale, tozether witha description of the tract or lands 
su to be ogered.

shall receive credit in his seulement with the costo- 
dian of the several furds for which such tax was 
levied for the ameuunt nut realized by such sale.

DELINQUENT PERSONAL PROP- 
EnTY. 

Senator Vandeveer is responsible for an 
amendment to Sec. 20 of the Revenue act, 
which provides that an action of debt may be 
brought in the name of the people against any 
person, firm, or corporation for the recovery of 
any personal property tax due from such per- 
son, firm, or corporation, and in any such suit 
for the recovery of personal property tax the 
return of the County Collector that such taxes 
are delinquent shall be prima facie evidence 
that such taxes are due and unpaid; but the fact 
that such taxes are due and unpaid may be prov- 
en by other competent testimony. The act is 
made to appiyto all taxes heretofore levied 
against any person, firm, or corporation. and 
now upon any assessment book or roll; and the 
fact that personal property is assessed to a per- 
son. firm, or corporation shall be prima facie 
evidence of vwnership. Under the old 
law au action for debt couid only be maintained 
for the recovery of delinquent taxes due on real 
esxcute. The object of the bill is a good one, and 
the execution of tae new law should be pruoduct- 
ive of n good deal of revenue heretofore lust to 
the State. 


LEGALIZING AN ASSESSMENT. 
The Legislative Representatives of Adams 
County, which is the City of Quincy and some- 
thing besides, went home at the close of the 
session particularly well pleased with their suc- 
cess in passing a bill, general in its terms, but 
specitic in its application, legalizing an over- 
assessment for lighting the streets of Quincy 
with gas in 1880. 


SINKING FUNDS FOR LOCAL IN- 
DEBTEDNEsS. 

Senator Needies, who has seen the effe¢ts of 
extravagance on debt-ridden communities, has 
provided a means by which counties, townships, 
cities, towns, and school districts owing bonded 
aebts may create a sinking fund, to be collected 
by tax paid into the State Treasury and invest- 
ed in Government bonds orin the bonds of the 
city, township, county, village, or school dis- 
trict to which the fund belongs until the in- 
debtedness is due and payabie, when the bonds 
shall be sold and the proceeds applied to the 
payment of such indebtedness. The new law 
on this subject is as follows:

Senator Adams secured the enactment of a 
with an emergency clause attached, in- 
creasing the tax for public library purposes 
in cities of 100,000 inhabitants or over, 
years 1881 and 1882, from one-fifth to one-half 
a mill ou the dollar. 
is well known, was to enable the City Council 
of Chicago to make an adequate appropriation 
in the current tux levy for the support of the 
Chicago Public Library. 


ADMINISTRATION OF ESTATES. 
Mr. Sullivan has probably earned the lasting 
gratitude of administrators of estates, or ought 
to, by an am endment which he effected in the 
old law on the subject of administrators’ bond. 
The former requirement compelled them to 
bond in double the value of the estate,— 
thatis, both real and personal. 
out to de, in a good many cases, an actual hard- 
ship. Hereafter, howeyer, the bond isto be in 
double the vaiue of the personal estate oniy, 
unless it becomes nevessary to sell the 
tate of any intestate for the payment of estate 
debts, in which case the Court may require an 
additional bond in dvouodle the value of the 
real estate suught to be sold. 


ADULTERATION. 

Mr. Chisholm, of Eigin, obtained the passage 
of an act, nodeled ou the provisions of the Eu- 
glish law, to prevent and punish the adultera- 
tion of food, drink, and medicine, ana the sale 
of such articles when adulterated. The original 
bill contained a section on glucose, but this had 
to be stricken out to meet the objections of the 
corn-raisers in both houses, and the question as 
to whetber glucose is an adulteration or not is 
left by the bill as something to be determined by 
the jury. The spice-denlers of Chicago, 
company with the bull-butter men all over the 
Stute. opened an epistolary fire ou the Governor 
for the purpose of inducing him to withhold nis 
But the Executive was tirm, and the 
Food-Adulteration act takes its place on the 
statute- book in the following shape:

APPELLATE COURTS, 

Mr. White, of Cook, presented a bill, which be- 
came a law. and which gives Appellate Courts 
the power to issue the writ of mandamus, in ad- 
dition to the jurisdiction they already enjoy, to 
compel the production of records by inferior 
courts. 

Senator Munn was the author of an act, witb 
an emergency clause attached, changi the 
terms of the Appellate Court of the secoud Dis- 
trict at Ottawa to the third Tuesday in May and 
the first tuesday in December of each year, and 
of the Fourth District at Mount Vernon to the 
fourth ere in February and August. 

Senator Walker, of Macoupin, secured an 
amendment to the Appellate Court act, which 
makes the present or future Appellate Court 
districts, exclusive of Cook County, conform to 
the present or future Grand Divisions of the 
Supreme Court. Cook County, as at present, 
bo continue to form the First Appellate Court 

trict. 


BRIDGES AND FERRIES. 

An amendment to the act enabling cities and 
Villages to build, acquire, and maintain bridges 
and ferriés outside their corporate limits, pro- 
vides that where any city or village has become 
the owner of any toll bridges or ferrics, and is 
keeping up and maintaining the same by au- 
thority of law, all ownership and rights vested 
in such city or village shall continue in them, 
and that they may, from time to time, fix the 
rates of toll. The amendment further provides 
that in all cases where a bridge shall bereufter 
be.built, or a ferry acquired across a navigable 
stream, by any city or village, in whole or in 

art, where the population of such city or vil- 

age furnishing the principal part of the 
expenses thereof shall not exceed 5,00 
inbabitants, and where it is necessary to 
maintain a draw and lights, and a debt shall be 
incurred by such city or vitlage for such pur- 
se, a reasonable toll may be collected by the 
city or village contracting the indebtedness, to be 
set apart and appropriated to the payment 
thereof, interest thereon, and the expenses of 
keeping such bridge in repair, and of maintain- 
ing, opening, and closing the proper draws there- 
for, and lights; or, in case of a ferry, of keep- 
ing the approaches and boat in repair, and ope- 
rating the sume. All gf which isn't really 80 
blind as it might see The amendment was 
made to fit the localitySf Rock Island. in the 
neighborhood of which there are at least five 
bridges at the mouth of Rock River where it 
empties into the Mississippi. The adjoining 
Township of Blackhawk is unable to keep up 
its particular counecting link, the County of 
Rock Island don't want it, and the township 
would rather have the City of Rock Island con- 
trol the bridge and collect a small toll therefor, 
than to bother with attempting to keep it up, 
especially wnon it isn't tinancially equal to the 
emergency. Hence this act. 
3 
CHANGES OF VENUE. 

Senator Fife succeeded in placing upon the 
statute-books an amendment in regard to 
changes of venue im -eriminal cases, which 
should have been placed there years ago. The 
act, as passed, gives a defendant the right to 
a chaoge of venue, in so far as prejudice on the 
part of Judges is concerned, from two Judges of 
the Circuit Court only, and provides that the 
change shall not be taken out of the county 
in which the indictment is found. In other 
words, it willdo hereafter to allege prejudice 
uguinst two Judges, but not against three, and 
the business of swearing prejudice against the 
Judges wholesale, which bus prevailed to an 
ulurming extent in Cook County for some years, 
will be broken up. Under the new law, also, 
there isto be no exception to the rule, thata 
change of venue, where the cause alleged is 
prejudice on the part of the Judge, shall not be 
taken outside the county in which the indict- 
ment is found. The fulltext of this very im- 
portant act is as follows:

When the cause for a change of venue is 
the prejudice of the Judge, or any two of them, the 
petidon shall be accompanied by the affidavits of at 
least two reputable persons, residents of the county, 
and not of kin or counse! to the applicant, stating that 
they believe the Judge, or any two of them, as the 
case may be, are so prejudiced against the applicant 
that he cannot bave a fair and impartial trial; and 
thereupon the case may be tried by any other of the 
Cireuit Judges of the circuit in which the case is pend- 
ing, and the venue shall not be changed from the 
county in which the indictment is found in such case. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 
Mr. Shaw succeeded in so amending the law in 
relation to mortgtiges as to provide for the ac- 
knowledgment of chattel-mortgages before the 
County Judge of the county in which the mort- 
gugor resides, in case there is no acting Justice 
of the Peace in his town or precinct. 
I 
COMMISSION OF CLAIMS. 

The General Assembly, at the request of Mr. 
Cronkrite, gave the Commission of Claims juris- 
diction in all cases of claims aguinst the State 
for the taking or damaging of private property 
by the State, for public purposes, in the con- 
struction or for the use of any State institution, 
river, can dl, or other public improvement, but 
was careful to say that nothing in the act should 
be so construcd as to remove or repeal the bur 
of any statute of limitations against any such 
claim, nor to give the Commission jurisdiction 
of any claim growing out of the construction of 
the Heury dam, or the dam across the Little 
Wabash River at New Haven, vor to any claim 
heretofore passed upon by the Commission or 
General Assembly. 


COMPLETING THE STATE-IHOUSE. 
By the terms of an act passed at this session, 
the question of appropriating $531,712.18 for the 
completion of the State-House, the improve- 
mentof the grounds,and the appointment of 
three Commissioners, will be submitted to a vote 
of the people at the next general election on the 
‘Tuesday ufter the first Monday in November, 
182. It the people decide against it, the Gov- 
ernor may resubmit the quesuon at general 
elections from time to time, as be sees it. 


COOK COUNTY JUSTICES. 

The most important act of the Thirty-second 
General Assembly, so far as Cook County is con- 
cerned, was the passage of Mr. Parish's Justice 
of the Peace bill, which makes every county in 
the State a Justice of the Peuce “ district,” with 
the exception of Cook, which is divided into two 
such districts, one embracing all of the 
City of Chicago, and to be designated the 
Chicago District, and the other all that part of 
the county outside of Chicago, which is to be 
designated as the Cook District. It is unneces- 
sary in this connection to recapitulate the nu- 
merous efforts which have been mude for sev- 
eral sessions past to so amend the law as to put 
a check on the growing abuse of justice in Couk 
County. Suilice it to suy that they were all ob- 
jectionabie, either constitutionally or beeanse 
the country members wouldn't listen to them, 
and that it remained for Mr. Parish to discover a 
pian whereby this might be done without flying

COUNTY COURT JURISDICTION. 

A bill introduced by Senator Lewis, extending 
the jurisdiction of the County Courts in counties 
in which Probate Courts are or may be cstab- 
lished, gives the former concurrent jurisdiction 
witn Circuit Courts in all cases at law and in 
equity, except criminal cases where the punish- 
ment may be death or confinement in the Peni- 
tentiary. The bill practically gives such coun- 
ties a court of some kind from January to De- 
cember, year in and year out. 


COUNTY COURT TERMS. 
The terms of County Courts were satisfactory 
all around, with a few exceptions. The laws 
passed on the topic change the times of holding 
ecourtin the counties mentioned to the dates 
given.

DEADLY WEAPONS. 

Mr. Morris, of Hardin, a county where revolv- 
ers, bowie-knives, slung-shots, and the like are 
as common an article of dress as in Arkansas, 
conceived the idea very early in the session 
which has just ended of placing on the statute- 
books a law to regulate the traffic in deadly 
weapons, and to prevent their sale to minors. 
The former turbulent condition of things in 


Hardin and Williamson—the home of 
the celebrated vendetta—and the in- 
adequacy of the existing statute, which 


reaches by a mere fine only the carrying 
of concealed weapons ana their display in a 
threatening manner, to meet that condition, had 
apparently convinced him that something more 
stringent—something looking to the root of the 
evil—should be done. The bill which he intro- 
duced, and which he fought for against ail man- 


ner of odds until the victory was won, is a Com- 
piete revision of the old law, touching not only 
the carrying of concealed weapons, but —— 
proper restrictions around their disposition, an 
absolutely prohibiting their sale to minors. Al- 
though desigued to meet an anomalous condi- 
tion of civilization in the border counties of 
Southern Lilinois, its execution will go far 
towards checking crime in other rts of the 
Stute. The act, as it will go upon statute- 
books, is as follows: 

AN ACT to regulate the traffic in deadly weapons, 

and to prevent the sale of them to minors. 

SECTION I. se it enacted, etc., That whvever shall 
have in his possession, or sell. give, or loan, hire or 
barter, or whoever shall offer to seil, give, loan, hire,

fined in any sum not less than 625 nor more than $20. 

sec. 3. All persons dealing in deadly weapuns here- 
nbefore mentioned at retail within this State shall 

ecp a ister of all such weapons sold or given 
away by them. Such register shall contain the date 
of the sale or gitt, the name and age of the person to 
whom the weapon is sold or given, the price of the 
said weupon, and the purpose for which itis pur- 
chased or obtained. The said register shall be in the 
following form: 

Number of weapon. 

To whom sold or given. 

Age of purchaser. 

Kind and description of weapon. 

For what purpose purchased or obtained. 

Price of weapun. 

Said register shall be kept open for the iuspection 
of the pablic, and all persons who — wish io exam- 
ine the same may do so at all reasonable times during 
business hours. A fallure to keep such register, or 
to allow an examination of the same, or to reco 
therein any sale or gift of deadly weapon, or the 
keeping of a false register, shall be a misdemeanur, 
and shall subject the otfender to a fine of not less 
than $25 nor more than ta. 

Sec. 4. Whoever shall carry a concealed weapon 
upon or about bis person, of character in this act 
specified, or razor s a weapon,or whoever,in a 
threatening or boisterous manner. shall display or 
flourish any deadly 1 — shail be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be tined in any sum not less 
o nur more than Saw. 

Sec. 5. All fines and penalties specified in this act 
may be recovered by information, complaint, or in- 
dictment, orgther appropriate re v. in any court 
of competent jurisdiction; and when recovered shall 
be paid into the county treasury of the county where 
the conviction is had, and become a part of the cur- 
rent revenue ot the county; or the said fines and 

nalties may be recovered by quitam action, one- 
alf to be paid to the informer and the other half to 
be paid into the county treasury, as aforesaid. For 
a second violation of any of the provisions of this 
act the offender shal! be fined in double the amount 
herein specified, or may be committed to the County 
Jail for any term pot exceeding twenty days, in the 
discretion of the Court. 

Sec. 6. Sec. 4 of this act shall not apply to sheriffs, 
coroners, constables, policemen, or other peace offi- 
cers, while engaged in the discharge of their official 
duties, or to any person summoned by any of such 
officers to assistin making arrest or peeve the 
peace, while such person so summon is engaged in 
assisting such officer. 

S. 7. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 


CONVEYANCES. 
Mr. Carter secured an amendment to Sec. 8 of 
the act concerning comveyances by the insertion 
of the word “in” atthe beginning of the sec- 
tion, and the striking out of the word “ respect- 


ively” after the words “grant, bargain, and 
sell.“ The object of the amendment to re- 
move all chance for quibbles by captious law- 
yers as to the meaning, in this connection, of the 
word “ respectively.” 


COSTS AND FEES. 
Mr. Martin, of Woodford, was the author of 
an act requiring clerks of courts of record and 
Sheriffs to pay over to County Treasurers in 
their counties, at the expiration of their terms, 
all costs and fees remaining on hand, except 
such as belong to those officers personally, with 
a statement of the names of the persons and the 
amount due each. The penalty fora violation 
of these provisions is a fine ip double the amount 
of the fees retained and not reported. 
COUNTY OFFICIALS’ BONDS. 
Senator Hunt was the author of an act which 
requires county officers who have hitherto been 
elected to office in this State, and who shall for 
any cause continue in office after the time for 
which they were elected, to give new official 
bonds. This act was made necessary in conse- 
quence of the recent constitutional amendment 
in regard to the tenure-of-office of county on- 
cers and the other legislation of this session 
thereunder.

COOK COUNTY CRIMINAL COURT. 
In order to legalize a step which was taken 
last fall in Cook County towards a dispatch of 
business in the Criminal Court, the Judges of 
the Supreme Court suggested and secured the 
introduction, early this session, of a bill which 
bas since become a law, and which provides that 
two or more of the Judges of the Criminal 
Court of Cook County may each bold a different 
branch of said Court at the same time. The act 
bas an emergency clause attached. 


DENTISTRY. 
Senator De Lang had better luck with his 
Deutal Surgery bill than he did with bis Anti- 
Pool-Room bill, although the former was vio- 
lently opposed by that class of statesmen who 
believe in every man being his own tooth-car- 
penter, or, as some expressed it, of allowing the 
sufferer frum a toothache to call in a biack- 
smith if he or she so desired.

DOGS VS. SHEEP. 

Among the many attemps to tinker at the Dog 
and Sheep law was one which arrived at the 
desired stage.

The act in question amends the 
act to indemnify the owners of sheep in case of 
damage committed by dogs by a provision re- 
quiring the owner of the sheep, in order to get 
his “ whack at the dog-tax fund, to appear be- 
fore the nearest Justice and make his affidavit 
of loss and that the name of the dog-owner is 
unknown, or that individual insolvent, where- 
upon the Justice shall hear testimony and assess 
damages. The papers must then be filed before 
the County Treasurer, or Town Supervisor, be- 
fore the owner is entitled to bis portion of the 
indemnity fund. This does away with the

Another amendment to the same law provides 
that the balance of the License Fund left in the 
hands of the County Treasurer or Town Su r- 
visor, after paym losses and ipjuries, shall be 
turned into the current county funds or into the 
general funds of the town, instead of into the 
School Fund.

FARM DRAINAGE.

PROVING FOREIGN WILLS. 

Senator Adams secured an amendment to the

QUO WARRKRANTO. f 

At some uncertain period in the history of 
Greene Coumty— probably in the Paliozoic age— 
a lot of alleged - to- bo spurious saloon licenses 
were placed on the market. Tue virtuous citi- 
zns of Greene, in contradistinction to the Liberal 
clement thereof, want to kyow bow all this came 
about. They moved on their Representative in 


the House, Mr. Carr, before he ieft home last 
winter, and the result was the introduction and 
final passage of a bill which gives the virtuous 
Greene the right to inaugurate quo warrauto 
proceedings in order to satisfy the cravings 
after knowledge above referred to. The amend- 
ment by which he did all this is, of course, gen- 
eral in its terms, but is warranted to hit a éimi- 
lar condition of things anywhere else. 


RAILWAY ROLLING-STOCK. 

No act passed at the late session bas attracted 
more attention in railroad circies than the 
Chatfield House bill rendering valid leases, bail- 
ments, and conditional sales of railway roiling- 
stock. The act makes a new lien in law on rail- 
way rolling-stock in favorof the manufacturer 
or builder thereof, as against creditors of the 
vendee. Thelien runs for four years only, and 
is not renewable. It does not affect taxes ia any 
way, however, the compauies being reyuired to 
list and return such property for taxation, the 
sume as is done by all other railroads ownimg 
thelr own rovolling-stock in this State. lu short, 
it declares that conditional sales of 
property therein mentioned, when duly 
recorded, are to all inteuts 
purposes chattel mortgages running four years, 
or two years longer than a chattel-mortgage 
lien can ordinarily be placed on personal prop- 
erty. The question of valid liens on personal 
property, where possession thereof passes from 
vender to vendee, is an exceedingly dangeruvus 
one to tamper with. A conditional sale of per- 
sonaity ou payments at stated times affords no 
protection to the vender, since property thus 
soid is liable to distress for rent, attachment, 
aud various other casualties very detrimental 
to the interests of the vender, whose only reme- 
dy in case of seizure is repievin, and even then 

amount of payments made by the vendee is 
subjected to the satisfaction of third parties 
claims before the veuder receives satisfaction 
for the uupuid balance. The bill was intro- 
duced, it has been suid, in the interest of impe- 
cunious and struggling railways, unabie to 1— 4 
in full for rollum- stock. It received as siic 
handiing as any measure in the islature, and 
landed on the statute-book in following 
shape: 
AN ACT to render valid leases, bailments, and condi- 

tional! sules of rutlway roilling-stock. 

SECTION I. Be ot enacted, etc., In all cases where any 
cara, carriages, locomotives, or vehicles used upon 
railways shail be de:ivered to any person or persons. 
or curporation, by the manufacturer or buiider 
thereof, under lease, ballment, conditional sale, or 
other contract providing thut the title to the same 
shall remain in, or not pass from, the leasor, baller, 
or conditional vender until conditions fulfilled ac- 
cording to tne terms of such contract, such contract 
shatibe held and considered to be good, valid, and 
effectual, according to the terms, tenor, and effect 
therevt, both in law and in equity. as against all per- 
sons whatsvever, when the same shall be reduced 
to writing, acknowledged, and flied for record 
as hereinafter previded. The rovisions of 
this act shall apply only to sales made by 
manufacturers to purchasers, and no contract made 
in pursuance herevuf shall be guod for a longer period 
than tour years, nor Shall any such contract be re- 
newed. And it shall be the duty of the managers of 
all suca corporations to list and return such propert 
for texation the sume as is done by all other raliroads 
owning their own rolling stock in this State.

money whatever, and may levy execution or attachk- 
ment thereon, or purchase the same. freed from any 
lien of such lesser, bailor, or conditional vendor. 


REPLEVIN. 

Under the oid law there was no remedy against 
Justices of the Peace allowing Constables to 
seize property on attachments where the prop- 
erty was shown on trial to be over $200 In value. 
Mr. Sullivan has amended all this by an act 
which suys that, where any property has been 
taken under a writ of repleyin issued by @ Jus- 
tice of tho Peace, and it shall appear on the trial 
that the property so taken exceeds in value the 
jurisdicuon of the Justice of the Peace, he shall 
have power to order a return of the property so 
tuken to the defendant. 

In view of the fact that the average Justice of 
the Peace, especially if he lives in Cook County, 
bates to let go of anything, the pity of it is that 
this provision is not mandatory instead of being 
merely discretionary. 


GENERAL SCHOOL LAW. 

The chief amendments to the School law are 
embraced in what is known as House bill 370. 
The first of these provides for the election of 
County Superintendents of Schools in 1882 and 
every four years thereafter. The same amend- 
ment was Originally introduced in House bill 67, 
but 370 got through first, and the Govornor ac- 
cordingly vetoed 67. The same amendment 
further provides that for the one year interven- 
ing between 1881 (the date of expiration of office 
of the present incumbents) and 1582 (the date 
tixed fur the next election) the County Board 
shall appoint a County Superintendent, thus 
doing away with the expense of ay clection for 
one officer to hold merely for one year. 

Another aincudment requires Township Trus- 
toes, in towuships where there is more than one 
polling place, to open a pollin each precinct at 
the election for such Trustecs. Heretofore but 
one polling place has been opened in each town- 
ship, and the Secretary of the Board of Trustees 
has been able to control the elections, freqguent- 
ly to the dissatisfacuon of remote precincts, 

The amendments to Sec. 23 consist mainly in a 
rewriting of the text, for the purpose of simpli- 
tying the language. Several important cha 
hu ve beo introduced, however. to meet obe- 
tions which exporicnce under the old law bas 
shown to be valid. The first of these provides 
that school districts having a population of 1.000 
or over may ask the Trustecs for a change of 
boundary lines by a majority vate of the peuple 
instead of by tition. itis further provided 
that no petinon for a change of boundaries shall 
be acted upon by the Trustees unless tiled with 
the Clerk at least twenty days before the mect- 
ing in April, and a copy furnished to the dis- 
tricts to be affected. There is also a provision 
for an adjournment for not more than tour 
weeks to allow any informality to be corrected. 
The Clerk of the Board of Trustees who 
fails or neglects to perform his duties shall for- 
foit of his pay not less than $10, nor more than 

for each offense. If any school district 
shall fail or neglect, for two consecutive years, 
to maintain a school, according to law, the 
Trustees may divide up the territory and attach 
It to adjoining districts. Another amendment 
makes the school year end June 30, instead of

To that end Mr. Bald- 
win introduced three bills, which became laws, 
and which provide that County Judges, County 
Cierks, Sberiffs, County Treasurers, and County 
Superintendents of Schools, shall be elected on 
the Tuesday next after the first Monday in No- 
vember, 1882. and every four years thereatter. 
Coroners are to be elected ou the Tuesday next 
after the first Monday of November, 1882, to hold 
fortwo years, and then on the Tuesday next af- 
ter the rst Monday of November, 1884, and ev- 
ory tour years thereafter. State's Attorueys, 
County Surveyors, and the Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court of Cook County are to be 
elected on the Tuesday after the first Monday of 
NovembDer, 1544, and every five years thereafter. 
All of them take bold the first Monday iu De- 
comber after their election.

Stocks were not active, but were very strong, 
and the movement of prices was upward. The 
public are not buying freely, and operations are 
almost conitined to professional speculators. 
Very few new veatures are being made on the 
bear side, except by the room traders. 

The important secret is now made pubiie that 
Mr. Gould has obtained in New Jersey a charter 
for a telegraph oompanv, and that if the de- 
cision in the pending Western Union litigation is 
unfavorable to him he will buy or lease for 
his new Company all the property and fran- 
chises of the Western Union, American Union, 
and Atlantic & Pacific. In this new deal the old 
Western Union will receive 148% of the new 
stock for 100. In this way. the legal embarrase- 
ments that are now being thrown in the way of 
his consolidation will be avoided, and Western 
Union shockhoiders will get their scrjp dividend 
of 48% despite Mr. William Williams and Rufus 
Hatch. 

Union Pacific is being bought by the Vander 
biits and other good buyers. Steps are being 
taken to perfect the scheme for the increase of 
the capital stock to $100,000,000, which will enable 
the Company to pay off the $40,000,000 due the 
Government. This will de done in four install- 
ments. The Company is now earning 14% per 
cent net. It will be able to pay 7 per cent 
dividends on the new stock and save large 
amounts of funded interest. 

No dividend was declared on Canada Soutb- 
orn. 

Sage is talking bullish again, and is selling 
puts close to the market. He is not believed to 
be carrying any large amount of stocks. 

Gould was reported to be sustaining th 
Southwestern stocks.

Some idea of the artificiality 
of the recent advunce, it says, is beginning to 
impress itself upon the mind of the average 
operator, with this result: that if stocks are no 
sale, they are at least no purchase, and that the 
part of prudence suggests a keeping of “ hands 
off,” both as to trading upon the short side or 
the long. Our own notion, without regard to 
Mr. Vanderbilt, Mr. Gould, or Mr. Anybody Else, 
is that the public is chock full of stocks, that it 
has little appetite or capacity for many more, 
and that the process of disgorging is much more 
like to oceur than that of a further absorption. 

The Graphic thinks the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
pool will not make a great success of its present 
operations, since the “short” igterest is found 
to be largely imaginary, not exceeding, it is 
said, at the outside estimate 1,500 shares, and it 
is next to impossible to find buyers for the com- 
mon at anytbing like present prices. 

Advices from California indicate no improve- 
ment in the general condition of the mines.

Trial of a Detective and a Pawn- 
broker for Stealing Jewelry. 


r. Mills Determined to Secure 
a Decent Jury. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Crimi- 
nal Business. 


THE JEWELRY ROBBERY. 

The Clifton-House jewelry robbery case, in 
which Emmanuei Isaacs and Charies Aldrich 
are indicted for receiving and secreting the 
stolen goods, occupied Judge Anthony’s Court 
again yesterday. At che opening of the court 
the attendance was very large, and never be- 
fore, perbaps, were the pawnbrokers of the city 
so well represented. The number of attorneys, 
too, was unusually large, and a more zealous 
lobby of witnesses and interested parties scarce- 
ly ever filled the halis and eorridors. 

The first move in the case provoked a fight, 
and the attorneys on both sides scem to have 
anticipated it. At adjournment the evening 
before twelve jurors had been accepted by both 
s but the prosecutuon objected to their be- 
ing sworn to try the cause until the next 


morning. 
Mr. Mills first raised the question whether he 
or not, 


bad exhausted the people's chal 
the jurors not having yet been brought in, and 
quite a discussion followed, in which the re- 
porters were appealed to. The dispute was 
finally settied inst Mr. Mills, where- 
upon he stated it had come to his 
bearing that one of the jurors selected the even- 
ing betore 8 not a ut person to act in that ca- 
pacity. The juror referred w, D. A. Smith by 
— 1 had sworn that he lived in F reeport at 
first, but subsequently that he lived in Chicago, 
and, furthermore, that, while he worked for Mr. 
Rubel, a respectable gentleman, be roomed in 
the vicinity of W n and Canal streets, 
which was anything else than adesirabiec locelity 
to hunt jurors trom. Then there was the further 
objection to him outside of the reports he had 
heard, that he had been selected by Mr. Rubel 

and not by the Steriff, in that when Mr. Rubel 
was summoned he pvinted vut Smith as a sub- 
stitute. He objected to the juror, he went on to 
say, on these and other grounds, and in concilu- 
sion asked the Court to exercise his discre- 
tionary 1 in such cases, and excuse him. 

Mr. Van Buren, on the part of defendant 
Isuacs, asked that the juror be not excused, and 
maintained that there was no good reason why 
he should be. It did not make a man disreputa- 
bie because he happened to live iu a disreputable 
neighborbood, nor was it anything against a per- 
eon that he had once livedin Freeport. He had 
seen this same plan rted to before, and did 
not think it respectful to dismiss a juror as pro- 

upon some unfounded rumor. 

Mr. O Brien also opposed the dismissal of the 
juror, and said it was simply a dodge on the part 
of the State's Attorney to extend his right of 
challenge. Nothing had appeared against the 
juror, and it was wrong to condemn him as pro- 

and send him out in the community 
randed as a disreputabie citizen. 

Mr. Mills said his dismissal would simply put 
him on a footing with the jurors who hud been 
excused pere mptorily. 

The Court then took up the question, and 
reading from numerous authorities to maintain 
his position, heid that it was within his power to 
excuse a juror at will, eveu in the midst of the 
trial. Ou the case in "question, he went on to 
say that since the State's Attorney had objected 
to Mr. Smith &s seriously as he had he had but 
one thing to do. and that was to excuse him. 

The jurors were 3 called in, and, after they 
had been seated, Judge Anthony asked Mr. 
Smith to arise, and after asking him a few ques- 
tions formally excused him, to which the 
defense noted an exception. 

The filling of the jury was then proceeded 
with, and it was found to be an exceedingly te- 
dious process. The State's Attorney appeared 
bent upon excusing everybody who ba — to 
roland. and Mr. O'Brien was 
unwilling to trust the as k his aie toa 
juror bornin any other countty, and af — 
to look with especial distiust on persons born in 
Germany. A u or more were excused for 
reasons of this kind, and, as strange as it may 
seein, there were men found among those exam- 
ined who could neither read por write, and who 
— 75 doing jury service for the past two 
weeks. 

It was not until about 2:30 o'clock that the 
twelfth juror was secured, when the jury was 
sworn to try the cause. 

Col. Munn opened the case for the people and 
Mr. Kettelle followed for Aldrich, while Mr. 
Van Buren put in a good word for Isaacs. 

Mr. Morrow, the gentleman from whom the 
jewelry was stolen, was then called. He testi- 
tied to the circumstances of the robbery, the 
value of the goods stolen, and in the midst of 
his examination an adjouroment was had until 
this morning. 

Further effort was made during the day to find 
City-Seuler Macdonald, who is wanted as a wit- 
ness, but he could not be found. It was said 
that Aldrich had relied upon his testifying in his 
behalf, but be finally refused, and t as soon 
as he leurued that the prosecution proposed to 
call him he left the city. Where he has gone no 
one appears to know.

Neither was Moore’s stock, and,in fact, there 
was nothing at all to be seen in the pluce but 
some empty shelves, old papers strewn about 
the floor, and an empty safe. A clean skin,” 
observed Mr. Richards, and then he posted over 
to the law office of Eldridge & Tourtellotte for 
advice.

“Nu, be had never 
heard of the man.” Then Mr. Kronberg went 
away.

Eldridge, who also seut for one of Pinkerton’s 
mento “shadow” Sternberg when Moore's de- 
parture was first discovered. Sternberg, though 
he claims to have purchased a jeweler’s outtit, 
bas been inthe cigar business. His home is at 
171 West Polk street. 

Now, as to Moore. He isa married man, but 
did not bring bis wife with him from Toledo. He 
rented a room at the southwest corner of Wa- 
bash avenue and Harrison street, which 
he gave up nignt  obefvre lust, and 
early yesterday morning he was seen on bis way 
to the depot, satchel in hand. He is a man of 
perhaps 40 yeurs, very handsome. and is much 
given to hunting and sporting. All ue loft ia his 
room was an old gainebag and a pair of worn- 
out hunting boots. The extent of his liabilities 
is not known. A low estimate as to the amount 
he owes in New York—an estimate made by 
Chicago representatives of bis New York credit- 
orse—tixes the indebtedness at $f5,00). It may be 
much larger, but none of it is secured.
